Aerial travel now no longer is a novelty. It 
is a development of the march of progress and we 
may assume that before very long the small aero¬ 
plane will be almost at common a sight as the small 
motor car. There will be accidents, of course, just 
as there are accidents on land and water ; but the 
amazing thing about the air services on this and other 
continents is that disasters, particularly in the case 
of large passenger liners, are very rare indeed. Un¬ 
usual and unfoTseen conditions attended the ill-fated 
flight to Seattle three weeks ago. Regrettable as 
that was, however, it should not deter the local 
concern from instituting a new service with as little 
delay as possible. The company is assured of all 
the patronage it will require to justify its enterprise. 
It was a courageous undertaking in the first place 
and the support extended to it must have been gratify¬ 
ing. 

The type of machine which .is most suitable for 
the service is a question by itself. Experts are divided 
in their opinions. We may be sure, however, that 
the company will take all the circumstances into con¬ 
sideration and shape its policy accordingly. The im¬ 
portant thing to do is to resume operations. I he 
public had become accustomed to flying between here 
and the Mainland and from all reports it will cor¬ 
dially welcome the arrival of another machine.

Mrs V A writes: 

• I have two children, a boy of four 
and one-half years and a girl of four 
and one-half months. The girl la no 
problem and needs very little atten¬ 
tion and la satisfied wherever I put 
her Everyone thinks her a remark¬ 
able baby 

"The boy Is a problem He l* Into 
mischief every minute of the day and 
cries for everything whether a drink 
of water or something at the table 
A specialist dlagnoaed it as babyieh- 
neaa snd too much spoiling by sn in¬ 
dulgent grandmother She gives him 
j whatever he wants. I have adopted a 
hands off policy 

"For a while I tried putting him to 
bed. tying him In his chair, locking 
, him in the bathroom, and spanking 


he doesn't annoy you. Thla is true. I 
am sure you will admit down deep in 
your heart It ta too gbvloua in your 
letter, not to be. The boy heara praise 
of no one but the baby He wants 
love and attention snd when he tries 
to get your attention by misbehaving 
(since you would probably not give 
It otherwise) then you lock him up. 
tie him in a chair and so on. all me¬ 
thods of discipline which have no re¬ 
lation to teaching obedience Of course 
he understands that he should obey, 
you are quite right there, but a child 
obeys because he loves his parents and 
wonts to pleaae them. That Is an In¬ 
centive to obey, and the only one I 
know of that really works. 

The boy cannot have two masters. 
His grandmother should occupy a sure 
place in his heart, but it la to you 
that be must look for favors and dis¬ 
cipline for misbehavior. He need not 
cry for food or water, the latter he can 
get himself, the first Is before him at 
meal times, and no other time. He 
evidently has no real Interests or he 
wouldn't have to be In mischief at 
this age He must learn to be Inde¬ 
pendent. he la almost re4dy for school. 
I suggest a nursery school for him thla 
Fall, and co-operation between you 
and your mother You can solve thla 
problem but not with a "hands off" 
policy Thla is your child and you 
alone are responsible for what he is. 
, Not his grandmother
